Gogebio county, 
in the upper peninsula, which had not 
been included in the JoutnaV« earlier 
estimates, gives 2,000 majority against 
the amendment. 


The latest returns from the southern 
part of the state favor prohibition, but 
the advene vote in the upper peninsula 
more than overcomes this. 


The Chicago Electton. 
Chioaoo, April 6.—The total vote for 
mayor is: Boehe, republican, 51,089; 
Nelson, united labor, 22.848; Boche's 
majority, 28.241. The republicans made 
a clean sweep with their city and town 
tickets, except that Samuel B. Chase, 
democratic candidate for assessor of the 
Northtown, pulls through. 
The demo- 
crats elected one alderman, James T. 
Appleton, in the Second ward.

£x-Senfttor McDonald Says We Don't 
Want it in This Country.

Ex-Senator Joseph E. McDonald, of 
indiaua, was strolling in the lobby of 
the Fifth Avenue hotel, his loose frock 
coat swinging around his sturdy form 
like a toga on'an amateur actor. '^What 
is the prospect for democratic victory in 
1888?" was asked. 


<*0h, first rate, I think. You see the 
democrats in my state refused to vote at 
the last election, because they thought 
the administration had not divided the 
patronage sufficiently among them. 
I 
suppose twenty thousand at least re- 
frained from voting on that account 
alone. 
I do not mean to say by this 
that President Cleveland has not made 
good appointments in my state, for he 
has, but in the congressional districts 
there were a great many aspirants who 
failed to get office. These same men, 
too, will turn out in 1888 and vote for 
Mr. Cleveland, if he is nominated, be- 
cause they know he is preferable to a re- 
publican president. 
President Cleve- 
land has ample time to strengthen him- 
self wonderfully before his term expires. 
He came into office not knowing public 
men, and has devoted his time mainly, 
almost exclusively, to routine work. He 
has made a fine administration and an 
excellent chief executive; there is no 
doubt about that, and he has shown that 
he has backbone and stamina. But if he 
would take some line of policy and 
shape it, a policy that would redound to 
his credit and to the credit of the dem- 
ocratic party, he would sweep this 
country 
with 
an 
irresistible 
im- 
petus in 1888. It 
would 
add to 
his popularity, to his strength and 
to the cohesion of the democratic party. 
President Cleveland is a conservative 
man, a safe man as chief executive. If 
Mr. Blaine is pitted against Cleveland in 
1888, I think it probable that Mr. 
Cleveland i ^ y carry New York, though 
it will be a'Wose race. 
Indiana will go 
for Mr. Cleveland, although it gave a 
majority for the republicans at the last 
state election. 
Do I think Mr. Cleve- 
land will be nominated? 
Yes, if he 
wants to be. 
But I can not tell yon 
whether he wants to run again. 
If he 
does and is elected, I think his ex- 
perience will be such that he will not at- 
tend so exclusively to his mere duties as 
president, but turn his attention to a 
policy for his party. 
Many in his 
party think that he should turn the re 
publicans out and put in democrats. 
1 
do, too. 
I believe that civil service re- 
form is a sham. 
That law is not good 
for a republican form of government 
which makes a civil list and requires a 
tenure of office. 
It may do well for 
England, but we do not desire anything 
of the kind in the United States."

The lines giving authority to the 
Pennsylvania company include the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern, the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy and the Union 
Pacific railroads.

HUMAN thought has never been able 
to form a theory of the origin of matter, 
life, or force, any more than to con- 
ceive a beginning of time or limit of 
space, says the London Telegraph. Of 
matter, hitherto men have been ac- 
customed tq think that the seventy or 
more so-called elements were the ulti- 
mate atoms. The other night, in the 
theater of the Royal Institution, and 
in presence of a distinguished audience, 
Mr. William Crookes, F. R S., brought 
forw^ard, in a lecture on the "Genesis 
of the Elements," a series of brilliant 
experiments tending to show that these 
atoms have been themselves evolved 
from simpler forms of matter. 
Tbe 
learned chemist dealt chiefly with the 
substance yttrium, derived from one of 
the rare earth.s, and to break it up 
into its fractions be bad to use the 
electric current, the spectroscope, and 
phosphorescence in an 
exceedingly 
rare medium. 
Mr. Crookes has carried 
beyond any other investigator experi- 
mentation in tbe nearest possible ap- 
proach to a 
vacuum, 
and, 
amid 
loud 
cheers, 
he 
produced 
a 
little 
vial 
containing air 
of only 
tbe 
fifty-millionth 
of 
common 
air in density, and yet holding within 
five cubic centimeters (less than five 
sixteenth cubic inch), he confidently as- 
serted, 100 million million molecules. 
The experiments were made in air of 
about the millionth of an atmosphere, 
and the phosphorescent glows produced 
were exceedingly fine. As a net result 
the yttrium appeared to be broken up 
so as to yield at least six new elements; 
and thence followed the conclusion that 
at some time in the history of the uni- 
verse these materials had been com- 
bined, 
"A few 
weeks ago in this 
theater," said Mr. Crookes, "Sir Will- 
iam Thomson asked you to travel back 
with him an imaginary excursion of 
about 20,000,000 years. He pictured to 
you the moment immediately before the 
birth of our sun, when the Lucretian 
atoms rushed from all parts of space 
with velocities due to gravitation, and, 
clashing together, 
formed 
an 
in- 
candescent fluid ma.ss, the nucleus of a 
solar system with thirty million years 
of life in it. 
I ask yon to accompany 
me to a period even more remote, to 
the very beginning of time, before even 
the chemical atoms had consolidated 
from the original protyle"—and thus 
starting, the lecturer went on to show 
how, by the process of cooling and tbe 
intervention 
of varying 
states 
of 
electricity, the successive elements, as 
we now knoAv them, might have come 
into existence from one single form of 
primordial matter. Prolcnged a])plause 
followed the close of the address.

It is impossible to speak with oertaintj 
about Wagner's manner of composing. 
He o f t ^ laughed Üéartily wheii telliiig 
at>9U| some composer, whom he had 
vieoi^, and found'with a long pipe in 
his "mouth en^ged in comj^eting 
symphony, and who had complacently 
idiown his coriposition, turning back- 
ward and forward among the pages and 
crying out while designating certain pas- 
sages: 
"Here there is' quiet; 
now it 
grows angi-y; now it is becoming dra- 
matic; here I let loose a thunderbolt; 
here we begjn the down grade, and now 
quiet again," the last word 
coming 
through a cloud of tobacco smoke. 
It is 
not necessary to say that Wagner could 
never compose in this manner. A glance 
into his scores will disclose the exalted 
seriousness with which he approached 
his task and the superearthly regions in 
which he soared when he created his 
ideal characters. 
By the time that he 
had written the poem of his drama 
(during the work on which, of course, 
much of 
the musio was 
originated 
in his mind) he had already 
noted 
down a great number of the musical 
thoughts upon loose pieces of music paper. 
These notes he made in pencil and there 
must be a vast number of them in exis- 
tence which are being anxiously saved for 
late posterity by Frau Cosima Wagner. 
She has gradually gone over all of them 
with ink, otherwise the majority of them 
would have become illegible. Only a few 
can boast of having received one of these 
little sketches as souvenirs or reward from 
the master in some moment of peculiarly 
good humor. 


After a considerable space had inter- 
vened since the completion of the poem 
and he had given himself wholly up to its 
musical spirit, he was not to be seen in 
his family circle until 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
From 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until 2 in the afternoon he worked 
almost without interruption; sometimes 
even longer. After dinner he rested, either 
taking a walk in the open air or attending 
to his private correspondence. This lasted 
until 7 o'clock, when supper was eaten. 
Then the whole family met in the music 
room to pass the time till 11 or 12 o'clock 
with music alternating with conversation 
and the reading of essays.—Herr Anton 
Seide in New York Tribune. 


Customs and Entertainments in Russia. 


A lady sojourning in Russia writes to a 
friend in this city from wliich we are per- 
mitted to quote: "The climate is delight- 
ful in St. Petersburg. All palaces, galler- 
ies and churches—in fact all places are 
kept so warm that not a sensation of cold 
is experienced. No one ever wears wra,ps 
into the salon; furs and galoshes are taken 
off by servants below stairs. A gentleman 
would as soon think of entering a draw- 
room minus his coat as w«th unpolished 
boots. On entering a church or gallery 
wraps are always left in an ante-cliamber, 
and there being no dressing rooms—as in 
America—at social entertainments, our 
chasseur removes these down stairs, takes 
charge of them and puts them on again. 
Court balls here are the most magnificent 
in the world, and certain ceremonials are 
magnificent beyond description, such as 
the grand fete of the Epiphany, the Three 
Kings and the Blessings of the Waters. 
Recall your impressions of the Arabian 
Nights, and imagine the most gorgeous 
ceremony possible to conceive, and you 
will get but a faint idea of the gorgeous- 
ness of these ceremonials. 


It is surprising to hear Russian ladies 
speak English so well. 
And it is not un- 
common for children to be taught Eng- 
hsh before any other language. 
Of 
course French is the language of society. 
In summer the city is deserted and given 
over to repairs; but it is a good time to 
see the sights and environs. 
Americans 
seem to feel it a sort of disgrace not to be 
bom with a knowledge of French; but if 
a foreigner knows two or three words 
only of English he delights to make use 
of them.—Detroit Free Press. 


American Architecture. 


American architecture has been charged 
with want of originality or invention, but 
this has been by persons who have not 
understood the natural Umits of original- 
ity in architectural form. 
On the con- 
trary, we have more originality than we 
have known what to do with, and we 
have expended it in a thousand vagaries. 
What our architects have needed has not 
been a spur tc invention or a demand for 
novelties, but some influence to check 
their waywardness and hold them to one 
manner of design till their work a^uired 
consistence and the public got instruc- 
tion. 
And here we lack a balance wheel 
which most older nations have. 
The 
want of an old architecture by which the 
taste of 
the intelligent is 
insensibly 
formed means the want of a very im- 
portant guiding influence.—W. P.

Modern Rampart Defense. 


Gen. Brialmont, the Belgian military 
engineer who made a great sensation 
among military men thirty years and 
more ago fey an article on "Powder 
Magazines," and is the author of a score 
of standard works on the science of war, 
has eclixjsed all his former exploits by 
condemning the elaborate fortifications 
about Bucliarest 
in 
Roumania. 
His 
reasons are based upon the destructive 
force of the new compound called mel- 
inite. 
There 
is probably nothing j n 
Europe in the way of fortifications, save 
at Metz and Antwerp, that can rival 
Bucharest; and if the Belgian general 
can be trusted, the whole system of 
modern rampart defense must be re- 
modeled.—Bœton Transcript.
